Placentia city firemen were 
ordered back to work Monday by the 
courts, following a week’s work 
stoppage in which citizens of 
Placentia were guarded by Orange 
County’s fire fighters. 

The action, the end of an 
acceleration of events between 
Placentia city government and the 
Fire Fighters Union, Local 2147. 
AFL-CIO, including arrests for theft 
charges, 30-day suspensions for four 
fire fighters and Orange County 
firemen manning Placentia fire 
houses, has again plummeted the 
city and the union into the courts. 

The most recent fracas concerns 
four arrests made last week of 
firemen charged with petty theft 
from vacant city-owned buildings. 

Following this disclosure, the city 
issued a 30-day suspension to four 
other firemen and a reprimand to a 
fifth. The 30-day suspensions led to 
union action and a legally debated 
walkout-lockout, which found Pla- 
centia firemen staying home. 

The city administration, with city 
council approval, immediately 
secured crews from the Orange 
County Fire Department service to 


tide the city through the crisis. 


Firemen Tuesday were reportedly 
returning to their posts after ordered 
by the courts through a temporary 
restraining order sought by the city 
of Placentia. : 

The order set a hearing date of 

July 14 for the hotly-contested issue 
of whether the firemen walked out or 
were locked out. Intermittent 
picketing by some firemen has been 
in evidence. 
_ The Fire Fighter’s union also has 
in the courts a $15.5 million dollar 
law suit against some former and 
present city council members and 
some members of staff, with the first 
court ruling going against the union 
and with a subsequent appeal. 
Hearing on the appeal is expected 
next year. Issues concern working 
conditions and working hours. The 
firemen are on an eight-hour day 
and have frequently protested the 
arrangement publicly. 

The most recent clashes began 
with announcement by Placentia 
Police Chief Norman Traub that 
charges of theft from city buildings 
had been levelled against four fire 
men including Fire Captain Rick

The doctor, who until two months 
ago was the Minister of Health of 
South Vietnam, with the responsibil- 
ity of health service for 21 million 
Vietnamese and a million refugees 
and war victims, Dr. Ton That Neim, 
now lives quietly in a small garage 
apartment in the heart of Placentia. 

The young, personable doctor is 
extremely grateful for the refuge for 
him and his attractive family. 

Torn by years of war, the loss of a 
homeland and his inability to 
extricate all members of his and his 
wife’s family from the remnants of a 
proud country, Dr. Neim surveys his 
future. 

He was perhaps one of the last 
persons to leave South Vietnam. 

He describes the experience: 
‘‘Now, I can’t imagine how I got out 
of Saigon. The climate was so 
troubled. I got out on Tuesday, 
April 29. I was picked up by an 
American helicopter from the center 
of Saigon at 7 p.m. and taken to the 
Saigon Airport at 8 p.m. Saigon fell 
at 10 a.m. the next morning.”’ 

Educated in Vietnam, a country 
that grants education a top priority, 
Dr. Neim has held many responsible 
positions in his country’s govern- 
ment and in civilian life. He was a 
duly elected senator in Vietnam with 
a six year term and a key member of 
the National Union Cabinet, the last 
minute effort thrown together to 
save the country after President 
Thieu’s resignation. 

The effort was too late. 

As Minister of Health, the 
equivalent in this country of the 
cabinet post of Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Dr. Neim 
had in his charge 60 specialized and 
provincial hospitals and 15,000 
medical and paramedical personnel. 
Other positions, previously held, are 
equally impressive. 

His first words are in appreciation 
for his new-found Placentia friends 
and the affection bestowed upon him 
and his family: ‘‘I receive a lot of 
help from the Calvary Church and 
the friends of the Calvary Church. I 
have the feeling that if you had come 
to my country, as I have, that you 
would not have found such kind, so 
nice people to help you...as I receive 
here...as my friends from Calvary

73-year-old house. The Society 
formed a year ago has attempted 
to raise funds to bring the house 
up to building code so that it can 
be used by the public.

Valuation 
Doubles Prediction 


A windfall in Orange County 
property assessment valuations, 
which has boosted up the Placentia 
Unified School District base a 
whopping 22 per cent, could serve to 


take the district out of the 
state-sponsored school building 
program, Dr. John Mullender, 


Assistant Superintendent, Adminis- 
trative Services advised this week. 

The fast-building district, cover- 
ing 35 square miles, recently 
two-thirds voted a $20 million 
school construction bond issue, to 
make it eligible for the state building 
program, which works in reverse 
measure to the affluency of the 
school district. 

‘I’m skeptical,’’ Dr. Mullender 
gave his reaction to the news from 
the assessor’s office. ‘‘I can’t 
believe it is really that high. I’m 
waiting for more information.” 

The hike of 22 per cent follows one 
last year of 21 per cent, also 
unexpected. This year's prediction 
had been between 9 and 10 per cent 
as an increase in the district’s 
assessed valuation. 

The city of Placentia also received 
unexpected largesse in an 18.1 per 
cent increase, following a 22.5 per 
cent boost in 1974-75. 

Frank Dunnavant, the city’s 
Director of Finance, said the budget 
had been calculated on hopes of a 10 
per cent acceleration but nothing 
like the current boost. 

‘I haven’t had time to make the 


calculations,’’ Dunnavant explain- 
ed. I don’t know yet just what the 
figures will be.”’ 

With a county assessment up 14.1 
per cent this fiscal year to 
$6,891,492,410, Placentia’s totals, 
which ranked percentage wise 7th 
highest among Orange County’s 
cities, was estimated with an 18.1 
per cent increase, following last 
year’s 22.5. 

Valuations for 1975-76 are 
estimated at $98,591,470, up 
$15,079,150. Included are secured 
and unsecured properties. Unsecur- 
ed valuations are such items as 
inventories, mobile homes and 
boats. 

For the school district, the boost 
was 22 per cent, as opposed to last 
year’s 21 per cent for a total 
valuation for 1975-76 of $324,044, 
020, an increase of $58,531,500. Of 
this, $42,326,230 is unsecured. 

The North Orange County 
Community College District, of 
which Placentia is a part, reported a 
13.2 per cent gain from the county, 
following last year’s 14.2. Fiscal 
years for all groups run from July 1 
to the next June 30. 

Total valuation for the college 
district is $2,220,928,925. in both 
secured and unsecured properties, 
for a gain of $259,201,420. 

Dt. Mullender described the 
Placentia Unified School District 
situation: ‘‘This does not mean an

Library Employees 
Receive 15% Raise 


Newly organized employees of the 
Placentia Library District gained a 
15 per cent boost in salary last week 
after figures released from the 
Orange County assessor's office 
indicated that increased valuations 
in the area would give trustees 
sufficient funds to cover the hike. 

An additional premium for 
dependent insurance, sought by 
employees, new members of the 
Orange County Employees Associa- 
tion, was not included in the 
package. 

David Snow, Library Director who 
was also in charge of negotiations 
between employees and trustees, 
stated that the board had estimated 
a 10 per cent increase in tax base, 
but with the assessor report 
discovered it would be closer to 13 
per cent. 

The employees also will retain 
their retirement plan, which 
represents an additional 7 per cent 
of their recompense. Members of 
the trustees had indicated willing- 
ness to eliminate it, if employees 
indicated and add it to their regular 
paychecks. 

Employees, who originally had 
sought a 28 to 41 per cent boost, 
reached a final 15 per cent offer and 
the board countered with 13 per cent 
or 10 per cent and payment for 
health insurance of one dependent. 

Snow said the settlement also 
included a memorandum of 
understanding, outlining a griev- 


ance procedure and a merit pay 
plan; adjusted salary schedule with 
nine steps, the top echelon 
reachable in three and a half years. 

Also part time employees may 
now work 20 hours a week and 
receive one half of all benefits. 
‘This increases the man hours by 
six, for which the board is requiring 
the library to be open one additional 
hour on Sunday (from 1 to 4:45 p.m., 
effective July 13),’" Snow added. 

The new pay schedules include 
monthly salaries for clerk I of 
$497-$605; clerk II, $562-$685; 
library assistant, $613-747; begin- 
ning librarian, $727-$886 and 
librarian II, $843-$1,027. 

Not included in the negotiations, 
but also granted increase in monthly 
salaries are Director Snow, to 
$1,221-$1,488; head librarian, $966- 
$1,177 and the director's secretary 
from $613 to $747. Part time pages 
will receive $2.25 to $2.35 per hour 

Other itmes in the memorandum, 
included a partial vacation at six 
months to adjust future vacations to 
a more convenient time of year 
unrelated to hiring dates and illness 
or injury during vacation that would 
have presented one from working

Ten years ago the Food Stamp Act was passed to help America’s needy 
get a nutritious diet. Today, the program is so far out of control its operations 
resemble a madhatter’s tea party. 

Help may be on the way. A bipartisan Food Stamp Reform Act of 1975 has 
been introduced in Congress which could bring the program under control 
and save the taxpayers $2 billion a year, while at the same time increasing 
benefits for the truly needy an average of 29 per cent. 

In 1965 there were fewer than half a million food stamp recipients. The 
program cost $36 million that year. 

This year, it’s estimated there will be 19 million Americans on food 
stamps at a cost to the taxpayer of $5.2 billion--an increase of more than 
14,000 per cent! 

That first year, one in every 439 Americans was on food stamps; today, it’s 
one in 13, and soaring upward. It could be much worse; potentially 
one-fourth of the entire population--52.8 million persons--is technically 
eligible. 

Are there really that many poor and hungry people to feed? No, the 
problem lies with the liberal, loose eligibility standards for food stamps. 

Last year in California, I appointed a governor's task force to study the 
Food Stamp Program, along with one which was reviewing the effectiveness 
of our 1971 Aid-To-Families-With-Dependent-Children (AFDC) welfare 
reforms (we had reduced the rolls by nearly 400,000, while raising grants an 
average of 43 per cent). 

The food stamp task force found that many college students were 
technically eligible and drawing stamps, though they came from wealthy 
families. There was no maximum income limit to qualify for food stamps. 
There was no minimum age requirement, so that teen-age runaways living 
in communes could even qualify. And, unlike the welfare program, food 
stamp rules did not prohibit the rearrangement of one’s assets in order to 
qualify. 

Other problems involved lax physical security and movement of the 
stamps and inadequate counterfeiting safeguards. 

Most of the reforms the California task force recommended, however, had 
to be accomplished at the federal level, since the program is federally 
mandated. 

For several months a group of U.S. senators and congressmen has been 
studying these recommendations and others and has incorporated a number 
of them in the new reform bill now co-sponsored by 59 members of the House 
and 17 senators. 

Their objective is to reverse the explosive trend of the program. They are 
alarmed that more than half the potential recipients--57 per cent--have 
incomes above the poverty line. 

Their bill spells out in detail the reforms needed to bring it under control. 
Basically, the bill relates eligibility to that of AFDC and general welfare 
programs providing for similar eligibility standards. This should eliminate, 
for example, the voluntarily unemployed, strikers, college students 
subsidized by their parents and people who transfer assets to others in order 
to qualify. 

Among other things, the bill would require able-bodied recipients without 
children under age 6 to register for work and seek it, or to enter community 
work training programs if their state has them. This is not required now, 
hence the bill's objective: no rewards for idleness. 

If the bill passes, the program will move out of the Department of 
Agriculture, which got it in the first place because the intent was to feed the 
needy from agricultural surpluses. The surpluses are long gone, but the 
program now accounts for more than 60 per cent of the USDA budget. Ii 
would move to Health, Education and Welfare, which administers the rest of 
the nation’s welfare programs. 

While bringing the food stamp mess under control, the government wil 
upgrade the diet formula for recipients, raising coupon allotments by 29 pe: 
cent, and will reduce stamp costs for the aged. 

Rarely enough these days does Congress consider the hard-pressec 
taxpayer. With this bill it does, while also helping the truly needy (not to be 
confused with the wanty, a far different and much larger group).

Commentator says: ‘‘For a hundred 
years the Protestant church and 
public education in the United 
States were intertwined and, most 
of us assumed, inseparable. 

The Lord's Prayer and the Golden 
Rule were taught in most every 
schoolroom every day. Traditional 
Christian religious holidays were 
observed in classrooms, school 
assemblies and extracurricular 
school programs. 

Since the Supreme Court banned 
prescribed prayers from public 
schools, there has been a national 
revival of interest in private schools. 

Also, grotesque misbehavior 
individual and organized, which 
now characterized many public 
schools has alienated both students 
and faculty. 

Private church-related schools 
heretofore could not compete in the 
open market against the higher 
teachers’ salaries available in 
tax-subsidized schools. Now many 
teachers, some fearing for their 
personal safety, flee the blackboard 
jungle for the happier environment 
of a ‘‘selective’’ school. If there is 
less pay, there are more ‘‘fringe 
benefits'’ on a Christian campus. 

Years ago it was argued that 
students maturing in a ‘‘sheltered 
environment’’ would, like hothouse 
plants, be unprepared for the cold 
outside worid. 

Now more and more Americans 
are realizing that it is in fact the 
public or state-school student who is 
“‘overprotected’’. He is ‘sheltered’ 
from religious instruction and 
exposed to all forms of non- 
Christian philosophy and behavior. 

-Dr. Kienel explains the forces 
behind the resurgence of the 
Christian school movement. But 
perhaps more significant than 
anything else is the fact that 
Americans know they now need an 
educational program that goes 
beyond the ‘‘do your own thing’’ 
philosphy of the sick ‘60s. Parents 
seeking our Christian schools for 
their youngsters are looking for a 
learning environment that is more 
disciplined, that promotes patriot- 
ism, and where the Bible is not the

Seizure 


Is Topic 


The Placentia-Yorba Lin- 
da Republican Assembly 
recently heard keynote 
speaker, Ms. Claire Kelley, 
an expert on search and 
seizure and its relationship 
to government. 

Several of the topics 
discussed by Ms. Kelley 
included the responsibility 
of city government to 
establish proper procedures 
for inspections of homes 
and property within city 
limits and rights to those 
procedures. 

Citing cases such as See 
vs. the city of Seattle 
decided June 5, 1967 and 
Camara vs municipal court 
of the city and county of San 
Francisco decided June 5S, 
1967 Ms. Kelley read as 
follows ‘‘The fourth amend- 
ment bars prosecution pf a 
person who has refused to 
permit a warrantless code- 
enforcement inspection of 
his personal residence. 

In this instamce the 
appellant was charged with 
violating the San Francisco 
housing code for refusing, 
after three efforts by the 


city housing inspectors to 
secure his consent, to allow 
a warrantless inspection of 
the ground floor quarters 
which he leased and 
residential use of which 
allegedly violated the apart- 
ment building’s occupancy 
permit’’.

U.S. Constitution and the 
numerous cases recorded in 
the law books since the 
beginning of our country’s 
founding.

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Court Orders Firemen Back .

and all members may be called as 
witnesses. Our attorney is out of 
town and will not be available for 
approximately one week. Upon his 
availability, the union will advise 
you. If any disciplinary action is 
taken against any member, it will be 
considered by members of Local 
#2147 as a lockout against all 
members.”’ 

The. order was signed by the 
firemen. 

The firemen deft their posts about 
5:30 p.m. last Tuesday. 

County fire units were immediat- 
ely alerted and brought in to man 
both Placentia fire stations. 

Placentia City Attorneys next 
sought a temporary restraining 
order which would send Placentia 
firemen back to their posts. The 
order, including also the provision 
that the four suspended men would 
be returned to roster until the issue 
could be decided by the courts, was 
signed Sunday by Superior Court 
Judge Walter Steiner. 

A letter issued Monday by City 
Administrator Edwin T. Powell and 
delivered to each fireman individ- 
ually, stated: ‘‘You are again 
ordered to cease the work stoppage 
and return to work.”’ 

Firemen were warned that if they 
did not comply with work orders that 
they will be discharged. 


‘Further,’ the announcement 
continued, ‘‘if in the future, you 
engage in any additional work 


stoppage in violation of conditions of 
the negotiated agreement, you will 
be discharged immediately upon 
performing such action.”’ 

‘*The union and its members have 
severely breached their valid 
negotiated Memorandum of Under- 
standing with the city of Placentia,”’ 
Powell continued. ‘‘The city will be 
fully exercising its recourse to this 


breach in accordance with the 
Memorandum of Understanding 
and the iaw.”’ 


‘‘Union members were repeatedly 
warned that any work stoppage may 


result in disciplinary action 
including discharge. Upon return to 
work by union members, an 
investigation of the work stoppage 
will be conducted by the city of 
Placentia which may yet result .in 
disciplinary action,’’ Powell con- 
cluded. 

Union members also have been 
represented by Jim Fisher, Staff 
Representative of the International 
Association of Fire Fighters who has 
flown in from Salt Lake City. 
Fisher's attempt to arrange a private 
meeting with members of the 
Placentia City Council was quickly 
squashed. 

Mayor Robert Lyons answered: 
‘The council does not want to meet 
with you individually or a 
representative of the fire union in a 
private session. Our management 
team will at any time, day or night, 
meet with representatives of the 
union. Our attorney will meet with 
your attorney or representatives of 
the union at any time. 

‘*The council does not want to get 
into closed session. We have in past 
instances said things on this matter 
in public, that have directly been 
misrepresented. We feel that if we 
get into a closed session we are 
again at the liberty of the people who 
misrepresent us. We’re willing to 
hear anything the fire union wants to 
say, but we want to do it out here so 
people can make their interpreta- 
tion. They will interpret it based on 
the same words we hear....We are 
willing to do it in an adjourned 
meeting if you want more time to 
prepare. We’re willing to do it any 
time you want." 

‘*The union and their negotiations 
purposely took the council out of the 
system and you know it as well as I 
do. The union has fought and won a 
grievance procedure...the union 
took us out of the grievance 
procedure and now you are stepping 
out of your procedure to come and 
talk to us. And we don’t want any 
part of that game.”’ 

Leaflets were being distributed in 


various parts of the city stating that 
“firefighters were ordered to 
salvage as much as they could from 
the old City Hall buildings and to use 
the materials to fix up the old fire 
station on Bradford Street. 

“The firefighters were also 
informed that it was OK to salvage 
some items for their personal use. In 
fact, the statement was made, ‘You 
better get it now before the building 
is condemned.’ With this under- 
standing some fire fighters removed 
a few small items. Fire fighters did 
not damage or vandalize any portion 
of the building.”’ 

The statement concludes, ‘*Your 
right as a citizen is to demand 
responsible fire administration 
through your elected representa- 
tives. We urge you to contact your 
councilmen and ask them to take 
immediate action to end _ this 
impossible situation.”

Placentia firemen call it a 


‘lock out’; the City 
Administration calls it a 
‘‘walkout’’; but for you and 
me and countless other 
Placentia citizens its a 
‘*strike-out’’. A total strike- 
out and failure of the city 
staff, the firemen’s union 
and the city council to 
resolve a problem facing 
our city. The current 
absence of firemen from 
their posts is just one more 
sign of the long standing 
battle between the City 
Administration and the Fire 
Department. 

As this is written, we 
have no. Placentia Fire 
Department. Whatever fire 
protection we are getting is 
coming from the County of 
Orange and its costing us 
plenty. Estimates range 
from $1,000 to $1,500 a day. 
It seems the County will not 
use any fire equipment 
except their own; so our fire 
trucks sit empty and waiting 
while we pay costs that are 
mounting and mounting for 
manpower and equipment. 

Current 

The current deadlock 
began, sadly enough, when 
four firemen allegedly 
“ripped off’’ the old City 
Hall and criminal charges 
were filed against them. All 
four were promptly fired. 

A few days later four 
more firemen were given a 
month’s suspension, one 
was given a _ written 
reprimand, and this is what 
the firemen are objecting 
to. Since no_ criminal 
charges have been filed, its 
probable there isn’t enough 
evidence to warrant doing 
so, but I guess suspicion is 
enough for suspension. 

Who Backs Who? 

The City Council has thus 
far refused the pleas of the 
firemen to mediate the 
dispute, stating the labor 
contract does not provide 
for it. The Council looks to 
their administrative staff 
but they are so deeply a part 
of the problem that nothing 
they do is effective except to 
add fuel to the growing 
anger of the firemen. 
Nevertheless, the City 
Council made it clear that 
they are backing the city 
staff; the union is backing 
their firemen; as for you, 
me, and thousands of other 
citizens - who is backing us? 

What Is The Answer? 

People who I like and 
respect feel the firemen are 
totally wrong; others feel 
just the opposite. It seems 
there is no middle ground; 
you are either for the city or 
for the firemen, and that is 
sad. It is this unrational bias 
that makes the problem 
difficult to solve. No one, 
over a long period of time, is 
100% right whether its the 
city, the firemen or you or 
me. 

It seems obvious that any 
long range solution will 
come from outside the city; 
most of us within the city 
are too prejudiced one way 
or the other to see the issue 
clearly. The sooner we 
recognize that the better. 
The City Council could 
appoint a blue ribbon 
committee of leaders out- 
side the city to investigate 
the entire problem and 
make recommendations 
that might ultimately bring 
peace and harmony to our 
City and Fire Department 
again. It would seem a 
reasonable thing to do.

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Vietnam Official Here

“I would like to mention 
particularly the family of Pastor 
Lewis (Phillip Lewis), the family of 
Mrs. Pritchett (Lewis-Barbara), who 
house my family at the present time, 
the family of Mr. Redding (Elcho 
Redding, Orange Coast College 
professor), who is teaching all my 
family English and certainly I cannot 
forget my friends in this area. 

“Their attitude, their love, 
surprised me completely, because I 
have before and particularly after 
this situation from Saigon, had a 
very bad image of the Americans in 
general. Even though I had a lot of 
good friends and close friends from 
my American advisor collaborators 
when we were in Saigon.’’ 

“The reason I was surprised is 
that I saw the American people as a 
‘military people and technicians. 
And certainly they were only the 
expediters of certain policies that we 
don’t always appreciate. And what I 
am surprised is, that these people 
here, this group of American 
friends, who always try to give us 
this help at the present time...this 
love...and they try to give us this 
confidence in ourselves during this 
so dramatic  period...this so 
dramatic situation. And I think it is 
the best thing...it is the most 
precious thing.’’ 

‘When we left Saigon, when we 
left our country, we abandoned 
everything. And we are now, 
practically speaking, like the leaves 
the wind blows. I am sorry.also, that 
the contrary may be true. Maybe the 
American people got before also the 
very bad image from the Vietnamese 
people. And it is not the exact 
image. So that I hope we can get 
more comprehension, and this 
comprehension based on love, will 
help us to be able to bring some 
contribution to this country. 
Because we don’t like to be the 
burden to the American people.’ 

“*‘We come here because of a 
certain special circumstance. And I 
think Americans have to admit this 
fact of reality.’’ 

Concerning the evacuation: ‘‘I 
intended to leave Saigon only on the 
last minute. Certainly because of my 
position. President Thieu had left; 
Air Marshal Ky. The Prime Minister 
of this so called National Union 
Cabinet in which I participated. The 
men from the government party left 
three days before.’’ 

After Dr. Neim was helicoptered 
from a capitulatimg Saigon, he was 
transferred to the Seventh Fleet and 
to a cargo ship where he and 7,000

other people were transported in the 
cargo hold for four days to the 
Philippines. 

After a week in the Phillipines, 
Dr. Neim was transferred to Guam 
and an American friend interceded 
and he was transferred to Fort 
Chaffee in Arkansas. 

In the meantime, his frightened 
family, including his mother, 
speaking no English, anxiously 
awaited word of him here in 
Placentia, after leaving Saigon a 
week earlier than he and ending in 
Camp Pendleton where relatives 
and Placentia’s Calvary Church 
interceded. A cousin, Ton That 
Cuong, has been living in this area 
and working on his doctorate at 
UCLA. 


“Life has for us a lot of 
surprises,’’ the doctor contem- 
plates. 


Concerning the evacuation and 
the immigration of the Vietnamese 
people: ‘‘I may be wrong, but it 
seems to me that this rescue 
operation was not exactly organized. 
It was in disorder. It was not 
planned. And a lot of people, they 
like to leave, because they are afraid 
for their lives. 

“‘The Vietnamese suffer a lot...a 
lot of suffering that myself and my 
family, my relatives in my country, 
but now we suffer more when we see 
the fall of Vietnam...and the feeling 
of not being able to contribute to our 
country. Such agony. We tried to 
save the country. There were many 
left there who would like to have left. 

‘When I talk about Nationalists, 
they cannot live under Communist 
regime. It will be their Vietnam. I 
have had no communication with the 
country since I left. I would like to 
forget the past--I am deeply moved. 
We are all responsible. And I still 
hope that maybe this defeat from the 
Nationalists camp, even at so high a 
price, perhaps could bring peace to 
the majority.”’ 

“We (my family) have a problem. 
It doesn’t surprise us. I am a doctor. 
I have to prepare again. There are 
possibilities of a special training 
program from the federal govern- 
ment. I hope it will be realized for 
the benefit of all. 

‘*l would like to practice medicine. 
I have no choice. I must support my 
family. People here have made a lot 
of effort to help me. 

At Fort Chaffee, Dr. Neim was the 
spokesman for 130 doctors, 60 
pharmacists and 30 dentists. 

‘*We do not want to be a burden 
on the new society...we need a 
comprehensive plan and I think for

“Now it depends on whether you 
are lucky or not. That is not a good 
plan. My people need _ the 
possibilities of training for a new 
skill.’’ 

“The Vietnamese are patient 
enough and realistic. We are trying 
to see the broad view of the 
future...not to see the past.’’ 

‘*What I try to get is not for me. I 
have no illusions now. The problem 
for me now is how to survive, 
because the people, they wish to 
really like the country. Now it is very 
hard to realize...very hard to be a 
part of the life. It takes a special 
psychology. I would like to say, they 
suffer strongly. Only people who 
feel strongly can understand.” 

‘Everybody was very exhausted 


through this long, hard and. 
dangerous trip from the evacuation. 
Personally, I lost about ten 
pounds.”’ 


And not all of the doctor’s family 
escaped. ‘‘Unfortunately for my 
wife it is not the case...not all family 
members are out. A lot of brothers 
and sisters were left so that it is a 
problem for me. We are trying to get 
them out. 


‘‘We have reached the fact of 
reality now. It is in the past now. 
Even if I had to do this suffering all 
of my life, there is nothing I can do. I 
have to think of the future. I have at 
the same time this feeling that I did 
not get yet the opportunities to 
contribute to the nation. Because, to 
be under the military regime is far 
different.” 


“‘With my experience as a 
politician I can say to you that 
politicians are like artists, that when 
the curtain falls, they have to live 
maybe, in the memory of the people. 
It is their only consolation.”
